This is certainly a radical defect, and 
one which should be remedied before cloth- 
ing any body of men with the power to 
‘revise or change the entire Constitution.’ 
The Constitution, after having | been 
framed and adopted by a Convention, per- 
mit me here to suggest, should be placed 
within the reach of every voter, and ample 
time given to examine, carefully its prin- 
ciples, its provisions, and _ its limitations, 
before called upon by vote, to sanction and 
give effect te it as fundamental and para- 
mount law. I therefore respectfully recom- 
mend that this.section be so amended as 
to require the Convention to submit the 
Constitution, after framed, to a vote of 
the people; the same_to have no effect un- 
til adopted by a majority of the legal 
voters of the State, at a general election. 
In engrafting on the Constitution these 
highly important amendments, I recom- 
mend the mode prescribed in ‘the first sec- 
tion of the Tenth Article of that instru- 
ment.

It is stated by M’Culloch that all religions 
are tolerated in the empire, except the Jew- 
ish. This however is only an impertect and 
limited toleration : tor no member of the 
Russo-Greek chureh is permitted to renounce 
his religion: and when a marrage takes 
place between one of its members and a per-- 
son belonging to another faith. the children 
must all be brought up in the Established 
faith. 

This of course implies the power of perse- 
cution towards all seceders, and is the same 
prineiple which was maintained by the Ar- 
menian and other hierarchies in the Turkish 
empire towards our missionaries and their 
converts. The edict of toleration introduced 
by Sir Stratford Canning has given to Protes- 
tant dissenters toleration and protection in the: 
exercise of a right to secede from the old and 
formal hierarchies. If however, Russia 
should gain possession of tthe Turkish em- 
pire, there is reason to fear that she would 
fear, and it possibile suppress, the democratic 
spint of our Congregational churches, as 
there established. 

Notwithstanding the piohibition of seces- 
sion from the Greek chureh. still M’Culloeh 
says, that from am early period it has had its: 
schisms and dissenters. The latter are said 
to be split into about seventy sects. | They 
are classed under the common denomination 
of Raskoluuks. How to reconesle these state- 
ments we are not informed by M’Culloch. 
and we-shall not undertake it without farther | 
information. From the preceding statements. 
itis plain that the Greek chureh is not an in- 
tellectual church. It is not a ehureh ot pro- 
gress. Itis rather a petrifaction. 

They differ indeed in some respects in 
theology and-eecclesiastical regulations trom 
the Romish chureh. But in each ‘case the 
religion, is a religion of rites and forms and 
not of intelligent spirituality. In each case 
saints are invoked and relics, superstitiously 
cherished, and fasts and feasts, and testivals: 
and rituals and processions, make up the es- 
sence of religion. . 

On this point Murray say~— 

“The worship of images is cared to aw 
vreat extent, though the letter of the serptu-. 
ral prohibition is sought to be evaded by 
having only the drapery in reliet, and the tace 
Hatand painted. With these representations, 
not only the charches are filled, but every 
serf has one in his cottage. to whieh he pays 
sundry and uncouth acts of obeisance.

The little bits of enamel which consti- 


nute and tiresome routine of processes— 
perhaps more than the prodncts are worth. 
A true mosaic picture consists of.an_infin- 
ity of little bits of enamel, disposed ac- 
cording to their colors, and imbedded in a 
frame-work prepared for their reception.— 
Enamel is nothing more than opaque glass, 
the colors being given by the admixture of 
various metallic oxides. The number of 
varieties are quite enormous; for in order 
to produce all the hues of a picture, there 
must not only be every color, but many 
shades or tints of each. The Pope hin- 
self is a mosaic manufacturer. He keeps

tle bits of colored glass as to formar mosa- 
ic adornment to articles fabricated in’ this 
cement; the white polish of the cement and 
the colored brilliancy of the glass contrast- 
ing well with each other. Productions of 
a very fanciful kind have in this way been 
sent forth; one consists of a pair of twist- 
ed columns upon pedestals, six or seven feet 
high, and intended to hold lamps or vases; 
the columns ‘themselves are made of ‘the 
cement, and the glass mosaic is introduced 


around the spiral shaft of the column in 


hands of different patterns; while the pe- 
destal exhibits the inosaic in a geometrical 
rather than an ornate style. The bits of 
glass are imbedded im the cement while 
wet, and the whiteness of the cement as- 
sists.in rendering apparent the colors of 
the mosaic. It is evident that, if once 
this art should tickle the fancy and- open 
the purse of his majesty, the public, an in- 
finite variety of applications would he 
forthcoming—to walls, table-tops, chim- 
ney-pieces, pilasters, and'so forth. It must 
be admitted, however, that this sort of mo- 
saic is a very humble competitor to that in 
enamel; it is upholsterer’s mosaic instead 
of artist’s mosaic: 
There is an elegant kind of mosaic or in- 
laying practised by the Italians, and called 
by them ptetra dura, or hard stone. It 
consists of little bits of pebble imbedded 


hard, for it comprises such varieties as

Little bits of clay have been formed in- 
to mosaics since the times of the Romans 
certainly—perhaps long before. We call 
such mosaics by the learned names of tes- 
selated pavements and eneaustic tiles.” ‘The 
red bits, at least, in the Roman pavements, 
are clay; but the majority of the pieces are 
formed of stone or marble. The best. and 
costliest pavements (such as that still ex- 
isting at the Baths of Caracalla) were 
made of colored marbles of various kinds; 
but the inferior productions, such as those 
occasionally dag up into light in England 
and other parts of Europe, are usually 
made of such colored stones as happened 
to be found in the vieinity. As there is no 
easily obtained stone having so bright. a 
red color as burned clay, it was usual to 
employ the last named material for this 
tint.
